Materials  may  be  checked  out  only  to  service  providers  certified  as  eligible  under 
the  provisions  of  the  45  Code  of  Federal  Regulations  228.81,  subpart  "H". 

Users  must  register  with  TRIC  by  filling  out  a  TRIC  User  Card. 

PROCEDURES 

Obtaining  Materials 

Material  may  be  checked  out  only  to  eligible  users  who  currently  are  not  in  posses- 
sion of  overdue  materials. 

Material  may  be  obtained  in  person  or  delivered  through  the  mail  following  a  phone 
request. 

a.  Material  obtained  in  person  will  be  due  back  at  TRIC  two  weeks  from 
the  date  of  its  departure. 

b.  Material  delivered  through  the  mail  will  be  due  back  at  TRIC  three 
weeks  from  the  date  of  its  departure. 

The  two-and  three-week  time  limits  may  be  extended  if  material  is  renewed,  by  phone 
or  personal  contact,  and  if  the  material  is  not  currently  being  reserved  for  another 
user. 

Although  there  is  no  absolute  limit  on  the  number  of  materials  which  may  be  checked 
out  by  any  user  at  a  given  time,  the  staff  of  TRIC  may  establish  limits  as  they  see 
fit  (e.g.,  circumstances  in  which  our  entire  stock  of  materials  on  a  particular  sub- 
ject would  be  depleted). 

All  films  returned  to  TRIC  through  the  mail  must  be  insured  for  $200. 

Overdue  Materials 

Overdue  notices  will  be  sent  out  to  individuals  who  have  not  returned  materials  by 
the  specified  date.   Two  notices  will  be  sent — one  immediately  after  the  material 
becomes  overdue  and  another  two  weeks  later. 

Individuals  who  have  not  returned  overdue  materials  within  two  weeks  of  the  second 
overdue  notice  will  be  billed  for  those  materials. 

Materials  delivered  through  the  mail  to  TRIC  users  are  considered  the  responsibility 
of  the  recipient  once  they  enter  the  mailbox  UNLESS  TRIC  is  notified  (within  ten 
days  of  their  departure  from  TRIC)  that  the  materials  were  not  received. 

Damaged  Materials 

Individuals  returning  material  which  has  been  damaged  significantly  will  be  billed 
for  that  material.
